House rej ects balanced budget move

WASHINGTON — Rep. Larry Craig’s 
balanced budget proposal has gone down to 
defeat by eight votes in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, but Craig says it signals 
that Congress is ready for some serious 
budget reforms. . 

Craig, R-Idaho,' has been battling for 
eight years for a constitutional amendment 
that would require Congress to adopt a bal- 
anced budget. Tuesday, the Plousc rejected 
the amendment on a vote of 279-150, with 


some House members abstaining. . • 

The proposal required 287 votes to pass 
and go to the Senate, where it also would 
have required a two-thirds majority. The 
Senate has its own version of the proposal. 

Despite the defeat, Craig took a positive 
nttiti|dc toward the result. 

“We came within eight votes of the two- 
thirds majority we needed," said Craig. 
"Clearly^ the momentum is with those of us 
who feel the time for Congress to bite the 
bullet has come." 

Ron Twilegar, the Boise Democrat who 


is running against Craig for the U.S, Sen- 
ate, said the Toss demonstrates Craig’s inef- 
fectiveness. 

"The defeat of this amendment clearly 
demonstrates Larry Craig's continuing fail- 
ure and ineffectiveness as Idaho's 1st Dis- 
trict congressman," said Twilegar, in a 
statement issued in Boise. 

“The Congress recognized the bill for 
whnt it is — a political charade designed to 
give politicians such as Mr. Craig an ex- 
cuse to avoid addressing the tough ques- 
tions about the budget," Twilegar said. 


The. measure’s chief sponsor, was Craig._ 
but it was cosponsored by Democratic Rep. 
Richard Stallings of Idaho. “I supported the 
balanced budget amendment because I be- 
lieve this upward spiral must end," said 
Stallings, in a statement. 

“Immediate action must be taken to re- 
turn fiscal responsibility to our budgeting 
process. Americans deserve no less,” 
Stallings said. 

The lust time the balanced budget pro- 
posal came to a vote in Congress was 1982,

Governors want water control

FARGO - — - Western governors have 
unanimously endorsed Idaho Gov. Cecil 
Andrus’ call for Congress to Irestorc full 
state authority over water within its bor- 
ders. ’ . 

Tuesday’s action nt the Western Gover- 
nors’ Association annual meeting in eastern 
North Dakota came in response to the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling this spring which 
gave the Federal Energy Regulatory Com- 
mission final authority over stream flows 
through power dams that it licenses. 

"We arc united on this critical issue of 
state control over water resources," Andrus 
t^nid. "This united position should greatly 
help bring about the necessary congression- 
al action to correct the Supreme Court deci- 
sion." 

It was the second endorsement of restor- 
ing state primacy on water policy this 


month. Last week, the National Association 
■of .Attorneys General, without dissent," 
backed congressional action to ‘reverse the 
high court ruling. 

The Idaho congressional delegation in- 
troduced that legislation shortly after the 
Supreme Court ruled in a California ease. 
All 49 other states supported California’s 
effort to retain final say on stream flows. 

Critics of the court decision maintain thnt 
by giving the federal agency authority to 
set stream flows through hydro dams the 
agency effectively has control of how ipuch 
water will be available for use both 1 up- 
stream and downstream of the dams. 

The Western Governors’ Association 
said the court ruling upends the traditional- 
ly strong, independent state role in manag- 
ing water resources. 

"We all agree the court decision was un- 
fortunate and must be corrected,” Andrus 
said. 


Coupon campaign spreads

CHARLESTON, W.Vh. — West Vir- 
ginians can report suspected drug, deal- 
ers by filling out a coupon — - anony- 
mously, if they prefer — and mailing it 
to state police under n unique new 
statewide program. 

Civil libertarians said the program 
would create “a paranoid atmosphere,” 
and put West Virginia on the level of 
Albania, the hard-line Communist nn- 
' tion, or Nazi Germany. 

The program started on a small basis 
in February when the Williamson Daily 
News prir_*~d similar coupons on its 
own and invited people to fill them out 
and mail them to state police. 

As a result, police in Williamson and 
Mingo County have received nearly 700 


coupons listing the names, -addresses or- 
liccnsc plate numbers of suspected drug 
dealers or users. 

Last month, federal, state and local 
authorities arrested 46. people in Mingo 
County as a result of the coupon tips, 
Wally Warden, editor of the Williamson 
newspaper, said six people have been 
convicted in local courts and plea ogrce- 
ments are being worked out in federal 
court for other suspects. No -one has 
been sentenced, he said. 

State police announced their own 
statewide program Monday. 

Now, the coupons wilirbe available at 
state police detachments and will be car- 
ried by troopers in their cruisers. Troop- 
er Ric Robinson said. They’ll also be 
passed out at the state fair in August, he • 
said.

Rainshowcrs and thunderstorms during the afternoon 
Tuesday brought a threat of floods in Texas. 

In south-central Texas and the Rio Grande plains, where 
rain and thunderstorms continued into the afternoon, the 
threat of further flooding continued. 

Bccvilte, Texas, got 10.64 inches of rain the 24 hours 
ending at 2 p.m. EDT, Up to 15 inches of rain fell in two 
days, causing extensive lowland flooding along the 
Guadalupe, Aransas, Nueces and Mission rivers. 

Showers and thunderstorms extended from Florida north 
through Virginia and west through tho castem thrcc-founhs 


of Texas. , 

Showers and thunderstorms were scattered over north- 
west California, parts of Nebraska, South Dakota, Min- 
"ncsota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
New York state. 

Heavier rainfall in the 6 hours ending at 2 p.m. EDT in- 
cluded 1.71 inches at Del Rio. Texas. 

Pueblo, Colo., tied its record low of 54. The record had 
stood since 1891.

Temperatures around the nation at 3 p.m. EDT ranged 
from 54 degrees at Areata, Calif., to 105 degrees at Palm 
Springs, CJalif. 
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Rescue crews seek hundreds trapped 

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — Rescuers worked 
Tuesday to save hundreds of people trapped by an 
earthquake that lcft-234 pcophrttodrbut the squads' 
were hampered by a lack of equipment and the train- 
ing to' cope with the disaster. 

The U.S. ,military joined the search for survivors. 
Japan also sent aid and medical teams. 

Filipino reporters who visited areas of major dam- 
age said there was little sign of a coordinated, com- 
prehensive government rescue operation. 

Most rescuers were private citizens organized by 
local civjc groups and lacked training to deal with the 
emergency. Reporters also said rescuers lacked 
heavy equipment such as cranes to lift debris. 

Senate pushes action on rights bill 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate voted Tues- 
day to speed up action on a major civil rights bill as 
critics complained the legislation was being 
“rammed down our throats." The bill bogged down 
in n fight over hiring quotas. 

"If we’re going to be treated like a bunch of bums 
on this side of the aisle, there won’t be any agree- 
ments on anything,” Senate Minority Leader Bob 
Dole, R-Karu, said after the Senate action. 

Civil rights supporters in n hall outside the Senate 
chamber cheered as lawmakers voted 62-38 to limit 
debate to 30 hours on the measure designed to com- 
bat job discrimination. 

Democrats voted 54-1 in favor of limiting debate, 
while Republicans opposed it 37-8. 

Nations settle Polish border question 

PARIS (AP)— The seven nations negotiating Ger- 
man unification reached a historic agreement Tues- 
day, confirming Poland’s border with East Germany 
and clearing the way for one Germany by year’s end. 

In another important move, West Germany agreed 


to hold economic assistance talks with Poland later in

Senate panel approves defense limit 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee voted Tuesday to Itmit defense 
spending next year to S294.9 billion, S8.4 billion less 
than President Bush wants. 

The 24-4 bipartisan vole was only the most recent 
indication that in light of improving relations with 
the East. Congress intends to give the Pentagon less 
than the White House thinks is right. 

All 15 voting committee Democrats and nine of its 
13 Republicans voted forlhc S294.9 billion figure. 

Both Sen. Daniel Inouyc, D-Hawaii, chairman of 
the Appropriations defense subcommittee, and the 
subcommittee’s ranking -Republican, Sen. Ted 
Stevens of Alaska, complained that the defense fig- 
ure was too low. 

But Appropriations Committee Chairman Robert 
Byrd, D-W.Va., whose panel also adopted limits on 
spending for domestic ond.forcign aid programs, said 
the deficit was putting pressure on all programs, 

The figure the appropriations panel approved is 
halfway between the defense spending totals that 
have been approved by two rival Senate committees.

BOISE' (AP) — Idahoans set a 
lottery record lost weekend for play- 
ing the Idaho Super Lotto game, 
buying nearly a half-million dollars 
worth of tickets in quest of a S35 
million jackpot". 

The Idaho Lottery Commission 
said Tuesday Idaho sales were 
$473,230 for the Saturday drawing. 


The previous record was $410,985 
set March-21 for a jackpot of $18 
million. 

The jackpot was won by Dave 
Wagner. Dodge City, Kan., who 
will receive approximately SI. 3 mil- 
lion per year after taxes for the next 
20 years.

The 
jackpot will be for a minimum of S2 
million.

“It’s a recorded vote by which to 
judge those who want to be fiscally 
responsible and those who have cho- 
sen not to be.

It’s a very 
valuable vote in this election year,” 
said Craig. 

Twilcgar, however, said Craig has. 
been using the balanced budget pro- 
posal to dodge tough budget ques- 
tions.

But dams would affect more than 
recreation.

Foreign trade deficit up despite 
May increase in exports by U.S. 


Senate passes textile import limits 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. trade deficit widened to $7.73 
billion in May as a big jump in im- 
ports of oil and foreign cars offset 
the second-highest level of exports 
on record, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported Tuesday. 

The May deficit was 5.8 percent 
higher than a revised April trade gap 
of $7.31 billion, but most 
economists discounted the report as 
a small worsening of the deficit. 

They pointed out U.S. export sales 
remained strong and they predicted, 
the trend would continue as eco- 
nomic growth overseas helps prop 
up a sluggish American market. 

"Thank goodness for trade. It re- 
mains the brightest spot in the econ- 
omy,” said Allen Sinai, chief 
economist of the Boston Co. “The 
small increase in the May deficit is 
not of concern because we believe 
that strong growth overseas will 
keep U.S. exports rising.” 

Many analysts beliovc export 
sales arc the only thing keeping the 
country out of a recession. In the 
first three months of the year, fully 
half of totnl economic growth was 
supplied by the rise in overseas 
sales. 

In a separate rcpo'rf ‘Tuesday, the 
Federal Reserve said industrial out- 
put rose by 0.4 percent in June, 
helping push the operating rate at 
the ' nntiorf’s factories, mines and 
utilities to- 83.5 percent of capacity,

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the highest level this year. 

Much of the June increase reflect- 
ed a spurt in auto production in ad- 
vance of a possible strike this fall 
anualtcat wave which boijstcd utili- 
ty demand. But analysts said a 
growing portion of U.S. manufactur- 
ing output is being shipped to over- 
seas markets. 


The Bush administration, which is 
counting on strong foreign demand 
to continue-propping up the econo- 
my, was pleased with the May trade 
report. 

Commerce Secretary Robert Mos- 
bachcr noted the U.S. trade deficit 
for the first five months of the year 
was almost $6 billion less than the 
same period a year ago. 

So far this year, the merchandise 
trade. deficit has been running at an 
annual rate of S97.68 billion, sur- 
prising many analysts who had pre- 
dicted little change from the 1989 
deficit of SI 09.4 billion. 

For May, imports climbed by 2.9 
percent to S40.52.pilhon offsetting a 
2.3 percent rise in U.S. exports, 
which . totaled $32.79 billion. The 
trade deficit is the difference be- 
tween imports and exports. 

* The export level, second highest 
in history nfler a March figure of 
$33.3 billion, was bolstered by gains 
in various areas including automo- 
tive parts, capital goods and con- 
sumer products. 

Close to half of the total import 
increase came from a 1 5.2 percent 
increase in oil shipments during 
-May. America’s foreign oil bill td-' 
talcd S4.32 billion during the month 
as the volume rose to 8.95 million 
barrels a day, up from 7.55 million 
barrels daily in April. The price per 
barrel dropped by $1 to $15.57 in 
Mny.

Britain views Germany: Sharp 
words may reveal identity crisis

LONDON — In a memorable 
episode of the British TV sitcom 
“Fawlty Towers,” a bumbling hotel 
owner goes to absurd lengths “not to 
mention the war” to his German 
guests, then proceeds to do just that 
— over and over. 

That episode from the 1970s, which 
had actor John Cleese goose-stepping 
and he il*Hi tiering in hilarious fashion, 
is being recalled these days as British 
commentators wrestle anew with the 
complexities of Anglo^German rela- 
tions. 

First there was Nicholas Ridley, 
trade secretory and close confidant of 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
sounding off last week about “uppity" 
Germans trying to take over Europe. 

Then came publication Sunday of 
the summary of a secret seminar host- 
ed by Mrs. Thatcher, in which leading 
academics put Germany on the psy- 
chiatrist’s couch, analyzing such 
stereotypical traits as bullying, angst 
and sentimentality. 

Ridley resigned, and Mrs. Thatch-, 
cr's office vowed to find out who 
leaked the summary to the press. But 
as most obsesfc^nt-flgrcedrnhinwo' 
episodes served to bring a delicate is- 
sue into the open.. . 

The issue is the mix-of-suspicion, 
envy and scholarly fascination that 
characterizes Britain's attitude to Ger- 
many, steeped in memories of World 
Warll. 

Today, whatever hostility remains 
is usually expressed in jokes, about 
early-rising German holidaymakers 
grabbing the best beaches, or Basil 
Fawlty screaming at his staff: "What- 
ever you do, don’t mention the war!" 

But lately , th ings have gotte n scri- 
ous.

Cosmonauts attempt repair 


MOSCOW (AP) — Two cosmO-i 
nauts took a walk in space Tuesday 
to try tp .repair a thermal blanket that 
has partially ripped apart and could 
interfere with their safe return to 
Earth, Soviet media reported. 

Cosmonauts Anatoly Solovyev 
and Alexander Balandin opened the 
hatch of the Mir space station as the 
orbiting spacecraft entered the shad- 
ow of the Earth, Radio Moseow re- 
ported. 

They moved along the outside of 
the station to their Soyuz TM-9 cap- 
sule, which is docked to the Mir, to 


inspect and make decisions on 
whether they could repair the ther- 
mal insulation, the radio report said. 

In a live report from the Baikonur 
Space Center, a correspondent for 
the Soviet TV program "Vrcmyn" 
displayed some of the tools the cos- 
monauts would' use, including what 
looked liked a large pair of shears 
and some extra thermnl insulation 
blankets. The space walk was not 
televised, and there was no immedi- 
ate word if it was a success.

Some German commentators find

In The Independent on Sunday, 
Neal Aschcrson noted a German ten- 
dency to regard Britain os a twilight 
world on the fringes of Europe, "a raft 
being putlcd awuy into the sunset by a 
mad queen whose shouts grow gradu- 
ally fainter.” 

He said that when he lived in Ger- 
many 20 years ago, attacks like Rid- 
ley’s would have provoked "panic- 
stricken self-questioning about why 
the ‘ugly Germans’ were still so ugly. 
Now they ore just laughing at us." 

British Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd was also critical of his nation’s 
tendency "just to draw down the 
blinds, shut out the real world, swear 
at the present world and pretend that 
we can go on just living in the past." 

He pointed ‘out that Germany had 
prospered by working hard, producing 
manufactured goods, holding down 
inflation — "all the things we failed 
to do." 

Gorton Ash blamed history and ge- 
ography. 

“America,” he wrote, “is far enough 
away, and still big and powerful 
enough, to be quite relaxed about the 
rc-cmcrgcncc of Germany as a great 
power in central Europe. France (let 
alone Poland) is too small and too rcl-- 
ativcly weak to be anything but dead- 
ly serious about it. 

'“But.' Britain, is. somewhere .in bc : .. 
tween: close enough to be worried 
and weak enough to be -resentful 
(’Who won the war, anyway?’), yet 
also far enough away, and still sclf- 
confidcnt enough, to be outspoken 
and outrageous."

While politicians und business leaders 
dither about the potential departure of 
Mountain Home’s military sugar daddy, 
word comes that the federal Energy De- 
partment may have even bigger defense- 
related plans for Ijilaho.

The Energy Department therefore 
wants to go where neighbors arc scarce - 
and where, environmentalists and peace 
activists arc scarcer. 

In such a place, the big payroll of a ma- 
jor weapons complex would make it king 
of the local economic jungle. Any objec- 
tors would be shouted down. 

Is Idaho the kind of gullible place the 
Energy Department needs for Complex 
21? Well, a lot of Idnho politicians und 
business leaders arc doing their best to 
persuade the Pentagon that it is. 

— In hopes of forestalling the vague threat 
of a base closure at MountajnJIome, they 
are painting Idnho as patriotic, defense- 
minded and eager for economic growth.

The ruling applies to grain as well as to 
beans. The ruling was made to benefit the 
dealer, not the grower. In the Legislature as 
state senator, I would like to correct that rul- 
ing. 


Last week, it was announced in The 
Timcs-Ncws that the Simplot Co. had reject- 
ed the Potato Growers of Idaho contract. 
The story went on to note that there was no 
contract with any major processor. 

Anyone who has been around potato con- 
tracting is quite aware that no major proces- 
sor settles a contract until cither Orc-Idn or 
Simplot settles. The potato grower should be 
given the tools needed to combat the coop- 
erative effort of the processors in bargain- 
ing. _ 

My political interest this year is primarily 
meotrimodity'mnrketing! To aid the farm 
producer, there must be great -pressure to- 
ward a- truly free market. A free market is 
more than just a slogan. A free market -rc- 
quires the Farm Bureau and other groups to 
support the fanners ' when they are faced 
with major cooperative efforts by dealers 
and processors, to control and drive down 
prices or, as in Hawkins, receive unwarrant- 
ed benefits. 

When a decision, such as the Hagan deci- 
sion. is reached, the farmer must be support- 
ed in creating law for the producer. It would 
be my hope to be able to aid in this process.

Andrus best represents Idaho 

One of the critical issues in Iduho und 
one of the sharp differences between the 
two candidates for governor centers on the 
question of nuclear waste storage in Idnho. 

I strongly support the tough stand Gov. 
Cecil Andrus- has taken. I have grave con- 
cern about the position(s), lack, of under- 
standing and the obvious flip-flopping of 
his opponent. 

As most remember, in late I9HH Gov. 
Andms shut down Idaho's borders to fur- 
ther shipment of transuranic nuclear waste 
from the Rocky Fluts weapons plant out- 
side of Denver, Colo. For many years, 
those wastes were routinely shipped to the 
Idaho National Engineering Laboratory for 
“temporary" storage. The state hud been 
promised for years that the storage would 
be “temporary" until a permanent reposito- 
ry for the waste was prepured in New Mex- 
ico. 

Andrus look his decisive step after 
the federal government failed to meet its 
own deadline to open the New Mexico fa- 
cility. Today, the permanent repository is 
still not open and the borders of our state 
remain closed to the waste from Colorado. 

I believe the governor’s national leader- 
ship on this issue has broad support in Ida- 
ho and particularly in the Magic Valley 
area. I ulso believe his opponent has badly 
misread the issue. For example, last De- 
cember Mr. Fairchild said in a Boise news 
conference that if he is elected in Novem- 
ber, he. would resume taking low-lcvcl ra- 
dioactive waste from Rocky Flats. The As- 
sociated Press quoted him as saying the' 
wastes “don’t present a danger.” 

Now the Republican candidate is back- 
peddling. lie has obviously seen that his 
earlier position was ridiculous and. danger- 
ous. He recently said he had changed his 
mind and would adopt the same position as 
the governor. 

In reading his comments, I have to con- 
clude that he lacks a basic understanding of 
the issues. He is out of step with Idaho and 
the Magic Valley on the nuclear waste is- 
sue. I would be deeply concerned if he 
were the man Idahoans were depending 
upon to take a tough, decisive stand with 
the federal government.

It’s how-you look at plutonium- 

There he goes again! The alleged Dr. Pe- 
ter Rickards continues droning about the 


plutonium ut the Idaho National Engineer- 
ing Laboratory. Which is it 1 , a half a cubic 
foot or 800 pounds worth? It depends on 
how you look at it. Two different people 
looking at a half a glass of water may sec 
two different things. One might say the 
glass is half empty; the other can hotly con- 
tend that it is half full. Both are right. Bob 
Vesser correctly stated that there is approx- 
imately a half a cubic foot of plutonium 
stored at the INEL, but Pete says, "No." 
there are 800 pounds. 

Wait a minute. Plutonium is more dense 
that gold (19.8 grams per cubic centime- 
ter). A bar of plutonium metal is nearly 
twice as "heavy" as a corresponding vol- 
ume of lead. Let's see now, one cubic foot 
is 1,728 cubic inches, which converts to 
28,318 cubic centimeters. At 19.8 grams 
per cubic centimeter multiplied by 28.3J8 . 
cubic centimeters and converted to pounds’ 
makes a grand total of 1,235.8 pounds per 
cubic foot of plutonium. Eight hundred 
pounds of plutonium is approximately six- 
tenths of a cubic foot! 

Is the glass half-empty or half-full? A 
half a cubic foot doesn’t sound as impres- 
sive as 800 pounds, 19 years of lies and 
Boot The radiation from plutonium cannot 
even penetrate a single piece of paper, not 
to mention the fact that plutonium is about 
us toxic ns cafTeinc in cofTee. 

What wc do if the Department of Energy 
decided to store a whole pound of caffeine 
at the (NEL? Would the Snake Oil Alliance 
object to this environmental catastrophe? 
Nope, you can’t make thermonuclear war- 
heads from cofTee beans. Wc need an open 
and honest debate carried on by those who 
understand nuclear science and not those 
whose entire nuclear education seems to 
have come from watching “The Simpsons."

School chief: 
Prayer is not 
allowable 

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Because ’ 
thc Idaho Supreme Court has ruled 
against religious instruction in pub- 
lic schools, Jeny Evans, state 
schools chief, says he seriously 
doubts that prayers at graduation 
ceremonies would be found consti- 
tutional 

The Idaho Deportment of Educa- 
tion dots not have a policy against 
school prayer, Evans said, but the- 
state’s high court in 1964 struck 
down a state law mandating Bible 
reading. 

"We don’t have a policy nor 
should we when thc matter has al- 
ready been settled by the courts and 
thc Legislature,” he said in a tele- 
phone interview. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union has threatened legal action 
against Madison School District for. 
allowing prayer during graduation 
ceremonies and before athletic 
events. Attorney Stephan. Pevar of 
thc -ACLU’s Denver office said thc 
organization is conecmcd about oth- 
er instances in which thc lines be- 
tween the Mormon Church and the __ 
Roxburgh public schools may be ~ 

blurred. ' - 

Thc Madison School Board plans 
to prepare a response to the ACLU 
at its Thursday n : ght meeting. 

In Idaho Falls, thc Bonneville 
School District in May halted thc 
practice of allowing prayers to be rc- 
• cited at assemblies in ’an elementary 
school after a complaint by a patron 
with thc backing of the ACLU. 

Thc complaints followed a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision favoring 
families who alleged religious intru- 
sion in thc Rockland School District 
in southeastern Idaho. 

Evans said no school, districts 
have sought guidance from state ed- 
ucators on the school prayer issue. 
However, he said he would "doubt it. 
very seriously" that thc courts would 
uphold thc constitutionality of 
prayer at graduation exercises. 

"No one has asked directly, but I 
think it is pretty well understood that 
it goes right straight back to the 
Constitution," he said. “There is no 
need to develop a policy that is crys- 
tal; clear in court decisions and court 
rulings." 

Idaho Attorney General Jim Jones 
said he would -advise school districts 
to continue reciting prayers at com- 
mencement exercises unless they 
find a clear constitutional precedent 
against it. He snid he doesn’t know 
if one exists. 

“It’s seems to be me to be dumb 
to be saying you can’t have prayer in 
that type of setting," he said. “It just 
seems to me to be a traditional time 
to say a prayer as graduates arc go- 
ing out to face thc world."

Spud farmers finding this year’s crop a dud

JEROME - Farmer Doug Lewis steps bn a 
shovel in o neighbor’s 200-acre field, and 
turns Over the healthiest potato plant he con 
find. He searches the soil for spuds. 

When he finally finds a tuber, it measures 
less than on inch in diameter. 

“You could dig all day and 1 doubt you 
could fin’d much to get excited about in 
here,” he said. 

Farmers and consultants' who keep their 
eyes on Idaho’s potatoes insist that from St. 
Anthony to Mountain Home, this year’s crop 
docs not look good. 

“It’s the worst I’ve seen in maybe 10 
years,” said Dale Stukcnholtz of Stukcnholtz 
Consulting in Twin Falls. “This is a very un- 
usual year.” 

Ideally, a potato plant should boast 10 to 
12 tubers, with several measuring three or 
more inches. 

Idaho spud farmers have planted more 
land .this year than ever - 395,000 nercs, ac- 
cording to the Idaho Agricultural Statistics 
Service. But consultants and farmers expect 
the yields per acre to' be ofT as much as 15 
percent due to laic frosts, diseases, and foul- 
ups with agriculture chemicals. 

“I think it will be off more than what wc 
over-planted," said Jeff Bragg, of Snake Riv- 
er Potato Resources. He travels weekly to 
eastern Idaho from Jerome to consult with 
spud formers on 8,000 acres. 

The consultants generally agree that the 
Idaho crop is ubout 14 days behind in devel- 
opment. The villain most often blamed is 
frost. 

- "I have a number of fields that got frost 
three times,” said Tim Vargas of Varco Ag 
Research and Consulting, also in Jerome. He 
consults for producers fanning about 2,000 
acres of spuds in the Magic Valley. 

Those frosts came after a balmy April, 
which let farmers get way ahead on planting. 
But cold weather nipped the plants in the 
bud and wet weather rotted seed pieces, fur- 
ther slowing the plants' recovery. 

Seed pieces that had not sprouted before 
the cold weather hit also rotted in the ground 
and in some cases they had to be jump-start- 
ed with fertilizer after temperatures warmed, 
Bragg said. 

The wet weather also made life easy on 
the rhizofctonia fungus. In many fields, the 
disease has wiped out the first set of tubers 
on the plants, and the second sets are tiny - 
less than an inch in diameter, 

"It's the wrong time of the year to be set- 
ting spuds on,” Lewis said as he looked at 
his neighbor’s field. In a normul year, the 
plant rows would be touching each other by 
now. This year, 12 inches still separate the 
rows. 

The wet weather prevented many farmers 
from applying' herbicide when they were 
supposed to - before the plants emerged. 
Those who applied it later injured their crop, 
leaving giant bare spots in their fields. Those

who didn’t npply it at all now have weeds 
towering over their potato vines. 

After the wet weather came more freezing 
nights and warm, wipdy days. Finally the 
weather changed and temperatures soared. 

But now it’s too hot for the potatoes. They 
prefer daytime temperatures around 85 de- 
grees - not 100. The plants stop growing in 
high temperatures .and fanners arc working 
hard to get enough wntcr on them. 

“It’s fairly typical every year that this 
slows down tuber development,” Vargas 
said. 

With harvest of early varieties fast ap- 
proaching, Vargas worries that the crop 
won’t be ready. 

“We’re going to be hard-pressed to make 
it,” he said. . . 

Farmers generally hope for 400 hundred- 
pound sacks per acre, but the Magic Valley 
average is only 300, Stukcnholtz said. 

Stukcnholtz, who consults for producers 
fanning about 50,000 acres across southern 
Idaho, predicted just a 5-10 percent yield re- 
duction on this year’s total crop, but Vargas 
and Bragg said the loss could be bigger. 

“1 think we’ve lost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 40 sacks (per acre) that wc 
can’t get back,” Vargas said. “If wc have a 
long fall, we could probably get some of it 
back. That’s kind of the iffy thing, wc just 
don’t know.”

Rober- 
son did not disclose the officer’s name. 

Roberson arranged the meeting for 7 
p.m. at a local hotel. Roberson and anoth- 
er detective camped in the next room, lis- 
tening to tlic exchange on recording de- 
vices. 

The woman nrrived shortly after 7 and 
instructed the officer to completely un- 
dress' and lie in bed, Roberson said. She 


collected $40 and began to massage his 
back. He told the woman he sold workout 
equipment for n living, and when she 
asked if he worked for the police, he said, 
“No way.” 

She then solicited “sexual pleasures” 
for money, and the detectives entered the 
room and arrested her, court papers said. 

The last prostitution arrest in Twin 
Falls was in April 1989, when Yong Cha 
Talbert, then 49, allegedly solicited a city 
police detective at Lee’s Massage on 
Blue Lakes Boulevard North. 

Talbert failed to appear in court at the 
time and the court issued a bench warrant 
in her name..

Last winter’s dry conditions left 
the reservoir at just 18 percent of capacity 
in March.

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley residents can 
expect to be hearing more nbout the enhanced 
911 emergency telephone system in the next few 
months. But the campaign will be more like the 
slow drip of a faucet than a bucket of cold water 
in the face. 

The E9H citizens* advisory committee met in 
the Twin Falls County office building Tuesday 
night and mapped a strategy for convincing peo- 
ple of the emergency response system’s merits. 
The consensus was to keep the campaign simple. 

The effort to educate voters largely will be 
done with a lot of cycball-tp-eycboll contact, said 
committee co-chairman Royllnymond. 

The committee hopes civic organizations, 


schools, churchc8_and county fairs all will be 
brought into the campaign to help. As many as 
20,000 brochures detailing the system arc expect- 
ed to be printed and cbuld be handed out at coun- 
ty fairs. Radio, TV and newspaper public service 
announcements will be used. - • 

Mnny_J people arc confused about E911 and 
speed dialing, said Stephen Hartgen, the commit- 
tee co-chairman.

Independent Meat pays penalty for returned checks

• O'WIN FALLS - Independent 
MBnt Co. has agreed to pay S2.500 
in civil penalties for writing checks 
thnt were returned for ’ insufficient 
funds during last summer's compa- 
ny reorganization. 

“We weighed the cost and the 
time required to litigate through the 
complaint and we settled,” company 
President Pat Florence said Tuesday. 

The U.S. Agriculture Department 
originally sought S3, 500 from the 
company. The government settled 
for less after the company filed an 
answer to the complaint, Florence 
said. '■ 1 1 

In addition to alleging that checks 
paid to ranchers were returned for 
insufficient funds in July 1990. 
.USDA said Independent failed to 
pay promptly for livestock and that 


the company used hooks nnd rollers 
that were not-standardized. 

Florence said the company would 
keep better records in the wake of 
USDA’s allegations, but he declined 
to discuss the merit of the allega- 
tions. citing the company's agree- 
ment not to admit or deny the 
charges. 

“What we’ll have to do is docu- 
ment more clearly what we’re do- 
ing.” he said. “The burden is on us 
to demonstrate that we’re complying 
w'ith the regulations." 

According to a USDA press re- 
lease, the company was ordered to 
keep records that fully and correctly 
disclose the true nature of all trans- 
actions regulated under the Packers 
and Stockyards Act. 

In a March interview, Florence re- 
futed all the charges against Inde- 
pendent as outdated "technical vio- 
lations.” 


The returned checks were written 
on a revolving line of operating 
credit secured by the company’s in- 
ventories and receivables. Sometime 
after the checks were written, but 
before they were cashed, the compa- 
ny’s assets shrank, reducing its line 
of credit, Florence said in March. 

During that time, the company 
laid off 53 workers and pulled back 
from fresh-meat marketing in four 
western states. 

Florence also said in March that 
t|ic company occasionally failed to 
pay promptly for cattle due to cir- 
cumstances beyondrits control, such 
as government holds on payments 
due to brand investigations and 
health examinations. 

Under terms of the order, the com- 
pany agreed to stop issuing non-suf- 
ficient funds checks and promised to 
pay promptly for livestock. The 
company also agreed to only use

Judy Black, Lincoln County exec- 
utive director of the Agriculture Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Service, 
said barley and other grains will 
probably produce adequate crops, 
but the alfulfa fields won’t.

Cutting hay and grazing livestock 
on set-aside land has not yet been 
approved for Lincoln County by 
USDA, Black said. 

Black and the Lincoln County 
commissioners tried to get the coun- 
ty declared a disast er are a by USDA 
earlier this year, but were unsuccess-' 
fill.

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OAKLEY (AP) — A historical 
stage stop along the California Trail 
will be protected at the City of 
Rocks National Reserve near Oakley 
under an agreement with the J.FL 
Simplot Co. 

Reserve Superintendent Dave 
Pugh said Monday Simplot has 
agreed to fence four log structures at 
the Kclton Road Stage Station, one 
of many stops for postal workers, 
miners and stage coach passengers 
along' ‘the California Trail from the 
late 1850s until 1883. 

The National Park Service’s pact 
with Simplot is the first of several 
planned to protect historical features 
of the California Trail at City of 
Rocks, Pugh said. 

“The California Trail and Kclton 
Road were major transportation 


routes that fostered settlement of the 
West," Pugh said. 

"There arc traces of these routes 
hero in the City of Rocks National 
Reserve, and we want to preserve 
them — - to help our sons and daugh- 
ters understand their Idaho heritage. 

"We arc very pleased that the J.R. 
Simplot Co. has agreed to work with 
the National Park Service to protect 
these remnants of our history." 

Pugh said the stage stop lies on 
Simplot’s 650-acre tract in the 
southern portion of the popular 
14, 000-acre climbing, historical and. 
geological preserve. 

Fencing will protect the log build- 
ings from getting damaged by live- 
stock, he said, and the park service 
will foot the bill. 

• pie Simplot Co. also has agreed 


to allowing an archaeological study 
of the property, he said. 

The City of Rocks National Re- 
serve carries a special designation 
because about half of the park is pri- 
vate land,, and the state Parks andj 
Recreation Department owns 640 
acres in the middle of the preserve. 

Many of the rocks on which Cali- 
fornia Trail settlers inscribed their 
initials and the trail itself arc located 
on private ground. 

To protect those historic features,. 
Pugh said the park service hopes to 
acquire about half of the 7,000 acres 
of private land in the park. Of the 
nine miles of California trail in the 
park, for example, less than one-half 
mile lies on public land. 

Pugh described the stage station as 
being "in very bad shape.” 


The four log cabins were remod- 
eled over the years to-serve home- - 
steaders and people who ranched the 
property in the early 1 900s, but they 
have not been occupied for years. 

David Chance of the University of 
Idaho conducted on archaeological 
survcy.of the property last summer, 
and a more complete archaeological 
excavation will occur in the summer" 
of 1991, Pugh said. 

"Last summer, (Chance) found 
for, far more than he ever expected,” 
he said. "He found some pottery that 
was very, very old — older than 
anything that’s been found in this 
part of the state." 

The park service hopes to install 
the fence by laic summer and post 
some interpretive signs by next sum- 
mer, he said.

RUPERT - Minidoka County 
teachers snared two school improve- 
ment grants funded by the 1990 Ida- 
ho Legislature, according to infor- 
mation given to the Minidoka 
School Board Monday. 

^Thc Legislature developed n 
$250,000 Experimental Education 
funding pool during its last session. 
The funds were available to individ- 
ual schools and teachers on an open, 
competitive basis. 

The board learned lost month that 
Minidoka teachers had written 1 2 
separate grant proposals for the 
funds. However, 377 proposals total 
were submitted, requesting more 
than $3 million for special projects. 

West Minico Junior High teacher 
Tess Melon earned a $2,000 grant to 
develop a life skills and adult role 
model program for students in 
conjunction with the business com- 
munity. 

And Memorial School teachers 
Tamara Young, Patricia Boiler, and 
Doris Wright received $4,600 to 
continue developing an outdoor sci- 
ence program; the grant money will 
fund the program’s aquatic compo- 
nent. 

State Fiscal Director Jim Fisher 
also told the board that the U.S. En- 
ergy Department has approved a- 
grant application for energy conser- 
vation measures to be taken at Hey- 
bum and Acequia elementary 
schools. 

According to Fisher, the DOE will 
provide S46.599 of the S89.799 cost 
to install replacement windows, in- 
sulated panels and gymnasium wall 


insulation at Heybum Elementary, 
and to install floor insulation at Ace- 
quia. 

New Board Member Bill.. Hep- 
worth, sworn in at the meeting as the 
new Zone SVtfst^c, brought up sev- 
eral coneetns^jbr board considera- 
tion: the availability of school policy 
manuals to district patrons and the 
lack of a policy for having movies in 
the classroom. 

Snapp informed Hepworth that at 
leust three policy manuals arc avail- 
able to the public at each school: 
each principal and teacher represen- 
tative has one and one is in the li- 
brary.

BURLEY - The City Council 
has decided to hire a Pocatello ar- 
chitectural firm to compare the 
price of repairing the present City 
Hall with lire cost of building a 
new one-story facility.' 

For more than a year, handi- 
capped citizens have spoken at 
City Council meetings and 
protested outside the current two- 
story City Hall about the build- 
ing's lack of handicapped access. 

Because the building is 70 
years old, it also lacks other safety 
features now required for public 
buildings, such as adequate emer- 
gency exits and a sprinkler sys- 
tem. 

Last year the council consid- 
ered putting an elevator in the 
building to make it accessible to 
the handicapped, but it didn’t 
budget enough money for the pro- 
ject and couldn’t afford to install 
the elevator. 

Since then, some council mem- 
bers have expressed concern that 
remodeling the old building might 
be more expensive than construct- 
ing a new one. 


No completion date for the 
study was set. ' 

The council also considered a 
request from Charlie Chambers, 
-director of Trans IV bus service, 
for a $3,600 subsidy to help de- 
fray the comapny’s operating ex- 
pchscs in Burley. 

Chambers said Trans IV in- 
curred a $7,000 debt in the Mini- 
Cassia area last year. 

The bus service provides trans- 
portation for Health and Welfare 
Department and Vocation Reha- 
bilitation clients, senior citizcas 
and school children. Other area 
cities arc also considering the sub- 
sidy to keep the bus service. 

The council decided to table the 
request until they can get further 
information and have more time 
to discuss the issue. 

The council also voted to allow 
the owners of a manufactured 
home to keep their recently 
moved home in north Burley as 
long ns they improve it to bring it 
up to the 1986 zoning commis- 
sion standards by Nov. 1 . 

Joyce Davis, co-owner, said 
city officials approved installation 
of the home in 1986. but the home 
has been moved only recently. 


Fires still burning out of control

Over 200 reinforcements joined 
the lines Tuesday as the Forest Ser- 
vice made an all-out effort to rein in 
the fire that erupted Sunday in wind- 
blown embers left over from a storm 
last week. 

“There’s no gray area in here," 
Carroll said. “This is a black situa- 
tion. We’re doing everything we can 
to take care of it."

“It’s an interesting question," Pete Cava 
of The Athletics Congress said. “The an- 
swer? It's hard to say," 

With the 17-day games scheduled to be- 
gin Friday, organizers need to sell more 
tickets quickly to avoid losing money, and 
TBS cable network, owned by Goodwill 
Games innovator Ted Turner, expects to 
lose as much as S 1 3 million on telecasts. 

"We’ve had a lot of hurdles, and a lot of 
skepticism, nnd a lot of mountains to over- 
come," Seattle Organizing Committee presi- 
dent Bob Walsh said. 

Despite world-class fields that included 


athletes from the Soviet Union nnd Cuba, as 
well as the United States, events such as 
men's basketball and boxing were not sold 
out in advance. 

As of midweek, only slightly more than 
700,000 of 1.1 million tickets were sold. 
That represented about SI 1 million in sales. 
Organizers say they need to sell S17 million 
to break even on the $65 million games, 

TBS knew it would lose money, it just 
didn’t know how much. First, it estimated 
S10 million, then $13 million. That’s proba- 
bly acceptable, though.

Bosworth would still have to pay 
taxes on a $2.5 million signing bonus 
that was deferred, and on $65,000 he 
would get this year in injury compen- 
sation under the NFL collective bar- 
gaining agreement. 

Bosworth’s insurance policy was 
with Lloyd’s of London.

Enjoy them by setting your 
own standard of style. 

OK, it’s hot and you want something 
cool and delicious. Why not make it a 
- treat for all tile senses? Have . chilled 
wine glasses or tall mugs in your freezer. 
Set a decorative tray and set in a cool 
special spot.. .maybe in a car with the air- 
conditioner on high? 

Have fresh fruit in decorative slices to 
garnish your drink. I like sipping sum- 
mer drinks through a straw - especially 
out of on oversized wine snifter. Alexan- 
dria suggests a silver one, but the super- 
market ones are all I can fine and they 
make it special. 

Here arc some cool, non-alcoholic 
drinks you can make. You’ll need a 
blender. Have your glasses chilled. You 
could add rum or wine if you wish. 

FRUIT PUNCH SLUSH 
6 ripe bananas 

1 6-ouncc can frozen lemonade 
, (thawed but undiluted) 

1 12-ouncc can frozen orange juice 
(thawed but undiluted) 

1 46-ouncc can/bottle pineapple juice, 
chilled if possible 

3 cups cold water 

2 cups sugar 

2 2-litcr bottles lemon-lime carbonated 
beverage (like Sprite or 7-up) 
garnish with orange slices 
Combine the banana and fruit juice 
concentrates in blender. Blend until 
smooth. Now combine this mixture with 
the pineapple juice, water and sugar. 
Now you can pour this into plastic freez- 
er containers (your choice of size). 
Freeze. 

When ready to serve, thaw slightly un- 
til mushy and add the carbonated bever- - 
age. Serve in a special glass and garnish 
with orange slices. 

All together this will make 24 8-ouncc 
servings. You could freeze the slush in 
containers just big enough for one or.two 
servings at a time. 

GINGER SYRUP FOR 
HOMEMADE GINGER ALE 
6 ounces fresh ginger root 
2 cups water 
IY* cup sugar 

Peel and chop (finely) the ginger. You 
should have about a cup. Bring the gin- 
ger and water to, a boil in a non-rcactive 
saucepan (use enamel, or stainless steel, 
don’t use aluminum). Simmer for 5 min- 
utes. Set aside for 12 to 24 hours. Cover 
with a cloth. 

Strain through a sieve lined with 2 lay- 
ers of cheesecloth. Squeeze the pulp in 
the cloth to get all flavors. Discard pulp. 

Return juices to saucepan, add sugar 
and bring to a boil over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly. Boil gently for 5 min- 
utes, skimming off any froth. Cool, strain 
nnd put into a capped bottle. To use, mix 
about 1 tablespoon of syrup to 6 ounces 
of cold soda water. 

A teaspoon or so also perks up a jar of 
• iced tea or fruit punch. 

This keeps in refrigerator for about 3 
months.

No-cook diet keeps you cool ill the summer

No cooking in the ‘90s — it could be a 
rallying cry for those who flock to the 
freezer for their meals, picking up buns 
for brcnkfust, fudge brownies for dessert 
and everything else in between. But this 
time, it's not. 

Instead, it's the no-cook diet, a clever 
way to bent the summer heat when the 
mercury soars. 

Make no mistake, you’re not about to 


read .about a reducing plan, nor a fivc- 
days-to-n-bcautiful-body system. This is 
strictly a ploy to keep the kitchcil agree- 
ably cool this summer. 

.Though it hasn’t been documented by 
any official study, just about anyone will 
tell you that^herc is a definite inverse cor- 
relation between the temperature nnd the 
interest level in cooking. Heat and cook- 
ing don’t always go together. Somctimds 
they just downright clash. Even the most 
steadfast cooks feel an inkling of rebel- 
lion at the thought of walking into the 


kitchen and turning on the stove when the 
temperature hovers around the 95-degree 
mark. 

Just how docs one cook without cook- 
ing? 

Of course, no-cook cooking is a kind of 
oxymoron, n contradiction in terms. 
Cooking, most often is thought of as the 
process of adding heat to food, whether it 
be by the grill, the microwave oven or the 
stove. But meals can be prepared, assem- 
bled, put together, all without the season- 


ally annoying addition of heat. 

The no-cook diet isn’t a primer in the 
consumption of raw foods, nor a treatise 
on the glories of sushi or steak tartare. In- 
stead, it is a clever look at ways to 
sidestep the stove nnd still have some 
great tasting fresh meals that ore prepared 
at home. 

The ground rules (which are arbitrary 
to some extent): No cooking , by mechani- 
cal forces. The stove won’t be turned on,

WASHINGTON — The Food and'Drug 
Administration has told about 60 manufac- 
turers of fish oil capsules to stop claiming 
that their products can help -lower cholofcv 
terol and the chance of heart attacks, an 
agency spokesman said. 

-After consulting experts at die National 
Institutes of Health, the agency sent letters 
to the companies telling them “that al- 
though there haVc been some studies that 


fish oil at somc'lcvcl might be useful for 
cholesterol lowering, for these amounts (in 
typical capsule use) there wasn’t sufficient 
evidence for them to make these claims," 
said FDA spokesman Bill Grigg. 

• The action arose out of an earlier FDA 
..warning .tO-Stpp claiming that the capsules 
were good for arthritis and other disorders. 
Through their trade associations the com- 
panies agreed, but argued that the cardio- 
vascular benefits were well-enough estab- 
lished to justify the claim. , 


It was that argument that the agency hasT 
now rejected, Grig£ said. 

Several studies in recent years have sug- 
gested that fish oils containing a compo- 
nent called omega-3, such os those from 
mackerel and herring, can lower blood 
pressure and cholesterol, reduce damage 
from inflammatory processes such as 
arthritis and lower the chances of other 
problems such as diabetes and heart at- 
tacks. 

Already, the FDA and others agree that 


“there arc studies that show fish diets may 
be helpful,” Grigg said. 

“We said it’s quite conceivable" that fur- 
ther research might justify an assertion that 
tho capsules provide health benefits, Grigg

Trees need deeper, longer watering in order to flourish 


Trees have deeper roots than other 
plants in the landscape and therefore 
need deeper, longer watering. The 
typical lawn irrigation is not enough 
to reach deeper tree roots. 

Larger trees should bo watered 
deeply about once a month during 
the summer and Tall. Smaller trees 
should be watered more frequently. 

Most of the water-absorbing roots 
of trees arc in the top foot of soil. 
However, some extend two or three 
feet dc^p. Even to reach a depth of 



one foot requires 1 Vi to 3 inches of 
water, “depending upon soil type. 
Sandy soils require the smaller 
amount and clay soils require the 
larger amount. The typical lawn irri^ 
gution applies about one-half inch. 


roots is to simply let the sprinklers 
run three timc3 os long where trees 
ore growing. In yards with a lot of 
trees and shrubs this may mean wa- 
tering most of the yard extra long 
once a month. On clock-controlled 
irrigation systems, one hour is usual- 

time. Tit e system can simply be run 
through the cycle two or three times 
in succession. Or it can be operated 
manually for longer time periods, 
omitting sections without trees.

Painting metal takes special care 


planted within the last couple of 
years have relatively small root sys- 
tems. It may be best to make a dike 
around the tree near the outer edge 
of- the branches and fill the basin 
created with water two or three inch- 
es deep. Soil should be slightly high- 
er right next to the trunk. Letting the 
trunk stay wet- for long periods con 
cause rot. 

Both large and small trees have 
their water- absorbing roots concen- 
trated just inside and just outside the 
outer edge of the branches. Large 


trees can have water-absorbing roots 
several feet beyond the branc he s. 

A soaker hose or sprinkler hose 
can be an excellent way to water 
trees deeply. Place the hose in a cir- 
cle near the outer edge of the 
branches and let it run for several 
hours. A sprinkler hose can be 
turned' upside down so that the water 
is concentrated in a re lativejy nar- 
row band. 

Another good practice for trees is 
to cultivate a thrcc-foot diameter or 
larger circle without any grass or 
other growth. This avoids the bark 


damage caused by lawn mowers and 
trimmers. It also reduces the compe- 
tition for water and nutrients. 

Young trees will grow about twice 
os fast with a cultivated area com- 
pared to letting grass grow under 
them. Properly cared for trees not 
only grow more rapidly, but arc 
healthier and more resistant to pest 
attack.

Q. I have an outdoor metal storage 
building that is in need of repainting, 
since the old paint is flaking and 
faded. How should I prepare the 
building, and what typo of paint 
should 1 use? — D. Grill. 

A. The type of metal to be paint- 
ed, probably cither sheet steel or alu- 
minum, will make some difference 
in the approach. If the metal is steel, 
there arc almost certainly some- rust 
spots where the old paint flaked and 
exposed bare metal, and the rust will 
hove to be removed or treated. If the 
walls arc aluminum, there will be no 
rusting, "but the surface should be 
thoroughly cleaned to remove an ox- 
idized film that forms on aluminum. 

Prepare cither metal by removing 
all loose paint with scrapers and 
wire brush. Smooth the surface by - 
feathering edges of remaining point 
with 80-grit sandpaper and use the 
same paper to dcgloss shiny paint 
and clean rusted areas. The' surface 
should then be cleaned of dust, dirt 
and other contaminants by washing 
with a strong detergent solution. Be- 
cause many storage buildings ore 
fairly small, it’s usually possible to 
.clean them by applying the solution 
with a scrub brush or hosc-cnd 
cleaner. Large buildings might re- 
quire a pressure washer, which uses 
a high-pressure stream of cleaner 
and water. Rinse and let the surface 
dry. 

The simplest way to treat rust 
spots that remain on steel is to dnub 
them with a rust converter, sold un- 
der a variety of brand .names at 
home centers, hardware stores and 
auto-supply stores. The converter 
changes the rust to an inert sub- 
stance that will not bleed through

the new paint. 

Lightly rusted spots and bare steel 
can also be primed with a special 
fcrrous-mctal primer. Bare alu- 
minum can be primed with a metal 
primer designated for aluminum or a 
high-quality oil-alkyd or acrylic-la- 
tex primer. 

Special rust-resistant finish paints 
arc available for steel, and one of 
these is a good choice to complete 
the job on a steel shed. A high-quali- 
ty acrylic-latex exterior paint also 
works well on either steel or alu- 


Q. We have a built-up roof with 
white marble chips os the last layer. 
Over the years, the chips have be- 
come very dirty. Washing with a 
strong spray- of soap and water dis- 
lodges the chips and doesn’t help. 
Any ideas? — J. Hall. 

A. If the roof structure will sup- 
port the weight' safely, you could 
probably add a thin layer of new 
chips. You should consult the build- 
ing inspector in your area and/or 
have an experienced roofer or engi- 
neer check the supporting frame- 
work before trying that. When the 
new chips become dirty, rake them 
lightly to turn them over, or remove 
them and add a fresh layer. 

Q. I recently had an outside patio 
of quany tiles installed. The tiles are 
supposed to be red, but have a white 
on them. I don't think all the 
cement waa cleaned off. How can I 


restore the color? — C. Chillem. 

A. The installer apparently did not 
remove all the grout from the sur- 
face of the tiles after filling the 
joints. This haze or film con usually 
be removed with a special cleaner 
sold by some tile-supply dealers. 
Color Tile, a nationwide chain, calls 
its version Grout and Tile Cleaner. 
Instructions arc on the container. 

.However, be warned that the grout 
film probably won’t just wipe off — 
a lot of scrubbing might be needed. 
Because the patio was installed re- 
cently, you seem to have good cause 
to call the contractor back to clean 
up the mess. 

Q. Where can I get plana to build 
a roadside, mailbox of bridcB? — D. 
Chiscm-Hamb. 

" A. I’ve never seen a brick mail- 
box, but I found plans for one in the 
book “Masonry Projects and Tech- 
niques," by Richard T. Krch Sr. 
(S28.95 hard-cover, Rodalc Press)- 
If you can’t find a copy in a book- 
store, the dealer should be able to 
order it for you. 

Krch’s mailbox and base arc actu- 
ally built of concrete blocks with a 
brick casing or vcnccr. The structure 
appears to be strong enough to sur- 
vive a major- earthquake and should 
foil even that scourge of the suburbs, 
mailbox vandals.

Protect decks with preservative

If you want to protect . your 
home’s new outdoor deck, you can 
do it with, a clear sealer or give it a 
stain. Whichever you use, be certain 
it contains a preservative. 

Some cheaper, lower-quality 
stains do not contain preservatives; 
all they do is color the wood without 
providing protection. Also, because 
some stains ore toxic, you should 
observe safety precautions on the la- 
bel when applying the product. 

Clear sealers also may be used on 
concrete and other masonry to guard 
against surface breakdown. 

"Wood sealer” and “preservative” 
arc different terms for the same type 
of product and ore used interchange- 
ably in the trade. 

The clear wood preservative pro- 
duced by Olympic, for example, is 
recommended by its maker for pro- 
tecting exterior wood from moisture 
damage, mildew, rot and decay. 

Cuprinol markets two different 
clear sealers for decks — one specif- 
ically for pressure-treated wood, the 
other for non-prcssurc-trentcd wood. 
The maker says they contain active 
water rcpcllnnts to seal out moisture 
and n penetrating wood preservative 
to guard against rot, decay and 
mildew. 

Any good-quality wood sealer can 
be used on pressure-treated woo'd. 


Non-pressurc-treated wood, in- 
cluding' fir and pine, should be 
sealed as soon as possible to prevent 
it from warping, shrinking or break- 


ing. 

A semi-transparent stain is recom- 
mended for most decks, says Wayne 
Bergman, technical services repre- 
sentative for Olympic HomcCarc 
Products Co. of Bellevue, Wash. 

Apply only one coat, Bergman 
says. As the surface wears, clean it 
and reapply stain when necessary. 

For cleaning, you can mix a solution 
of one cup of non-ammoniated de- 
tergent, one quart of fresh household 
liquid bleach and three quarts of wa- 
ter. Allow the solution to remain on 
the deck for 10 minutes after scrub- 
bing, then rinse thoroughly and al- 
low it to dry completely. 

Stephen MeGare, technical ser- 
vices supervisor for Darworth Co. of 
Avon, Conn., says the strongest sun- 
blockcrs in the Cuprinol line arc in 
its New Look Wood Finish, intend- 
ed to keep wood looking new in- 
stead of allowing a weathered ap- 
pearance to develop. 

The thinner, solvent-based sealers 
can be applied with a sprayer, roller 
or brush. Cleanup is done with tur- 
pentine or paint thinner. When sol- 
vent-based sealers arc applied, the 
turpentine evaporates and releases 
pollutants into the air. The thicker, 
water-based sealers — more envi- Ijl 
ronmcntally secure — cannot be ft] 
sprayed on and must be applied with 
a brush or roller. 

A preservative should be applied 


to your deck every two to three, 
years to maintain good condition. If 
you want to keep a clear, natural ap- 
pearance for your deck, it needs a 
sealer every year. 

The Darworth company has ex- 
panded the number of products that 
meet new environmental standards, 
MeGarr says.
